}committee proposed a bill that 
would, in effect, enable the Sen- 
{ate to have direct control over 
the individual housing units 
The bill S in the form of a 
constitutional amendment that 
| would imply that the Senate had 
these powers directly instead of 
the present position in which 
the power of the Senate is filt- 
ered through such organizations 
as the IFC, the IHRC, and the 
PanHellenic Council. 

It was suggested during the 
debate on the bill that it was 
aimed at fraternities and sorori- 
fies in an effort to control dis- 
criminatory practices that could 
not be remedied through the 
IFC or PanHellenic. 

The argument arose that the 
Senate did not have either the 
tight or the interest to give 
themselves the power to meddle 
into the affairs of any individual 
housing unit. The bill was final- 
ly returned to a committee for 
further study.

Although a few students called 
the pact a “sellout,” Isaacs said 
that the strike has “‘accomplish- 
ed its purposes and is no longer 
necessary.” 

The committee azreement, 
Tsaacs added, “is the _ best 
means of establishing participa- 
tory democracy at this. universi- 
ty.”

Centralized planning and in- 
|centive are two major hindran- 
|ees to innovation in the Soviet 
jeconomy, according to Dr. 
| Joseph S. Berliner, professor of 
‘economics at Brandeis Univer- 
sity and an associate at the Rus- 
jan Research Center at Har- 
vard University. 

Decisions concerning produc- 
‘tion of goods are made by the 
lcentral Russian government au- 
‘thority and not by the individual 
‘industry manager, Dr. Berliner 
said. Because of this an unfor- 
tunate protection of industry 
has resulted, he said. 

“This, I suspect, is a primary 
factor inhibiting Soviet innova- 
|tion,”” Dr. Berliner said.

My pledge in January for 
“total coverage’’ of university 
athletics has been a moderate 
success, I believe. Money and 
manpower are two obstacles to 
achieving a higher degree. 

In the thirteen regular issues 
of the Beacon (excluding to 
day's), the sports department 
has filled more than 15 pages 
with accounts of 16 different 
Sports, in addition to providing 
editorial comment. 

One permanent staff writer, 
Phil Giwramita, and myself 
have been responsible for turn- 
ing out the bulk of more than 
1,215 inches of sports stories 
and pictures. Much more should 
be done, however. 

Tt cannot be done, though, be- 
cause there are not six students 
who would give a couple of 
hours weekly to improving the 
campus Newspaper, particularly 
the sports page 

But if a half-dozen students 
came forward with their serv. 
ices, it is doubtfm whether their 
stories and pictures could be 
Printed. The Beacon editor-in- 
chief stoutly refuses to publish 
more pages thin advertising 
revenue will approach support.

It is generally agreed, how- 


~ ever, that if the Beacon were 


permitted to use liquor and 
cigurette advertising, part of 
the problem would be solved. 


Tt is unfortunate that URI 
coaches and administrators did 
not utilize the sports page for a 
discussion of athletic programs 
and teams as they were invited 
fo in January. More disturbing 
Was the decision by Maruice 
Zarchen, athletic director, Dr 
John F. Quinn, vice-president 
for student affairs, and Dr. Pran- 
cis H. Horn, university presi- 
dent, to buy an advertisement in 
the Beacon for presenting their 
news, 


Ignored Invitation 


‘This casts grave doubt upon 
fhe integrity of the Beacon 
sports page and its ability to 
print a statement these officials 
might have wished to issue eon 
cerning the Ernie Calverley is- 
sue. 


‘These men had no faith that 
their views would be communte 
ated in the form they wished. 
But when this editor publiely in- 
vited these administrators to 
(he Beacon office for a discus 
sion of the Calverley issue, no 
one appeared,
